State  Register  Special  Service 
PETERSBURG,  111.,  Feb.  4.— A  spe- 
cial service  will  be  held  at  the  Old 
Salem  State  park,  near  Petersburg1, 
Sunday  afternoon,  Feb.  12,  observing 
the  birthday  anniversary  of  Abraham 
Lincoln,  who  spent  six  years  in  the 
village. 

Cornelius  Doyle,  Springfield,  will 
ieliver  an  address  in  the  state  park 
nuseum  on  "Lincoln,"  after  which 
Mrs.  Josephine  Craven  Chandler, 
noted  authority  on  Lincoln,  will  un- 
veil a  marble  bust  of  "Young  Lin- 
coln," which  was  sculptured  by 
Madeline  Masters  Stone,  Washington, 
D.  C,  who  completed  the  work  shortly 
before  her  death  and  had  arranged 
io  present  the  bust  in  person. 

"Young  Lincoln"  is  unique  in  its 
conception    inasmuch    as    no     other 


bust  has  ever  been  made  of  him  rep- 
resenting Lincoln  in  the  youthful 
period  of  his  life.  The  features  are 
youthful  but  virile,  with  a  kindly 
sincerity  that  marks  it  as  a  work  of 
art.  It  is  a  true  symbol  of  his  life 
among  the  pioneers  at  Old  Salem  and 
has  received  unusual  praise  and 
comment  from  art  critics  in  the  east. 
Mrs.  Stone  studied  all  the  pictures 
of  the  great  emancipator  and  also 
drew  her  impressions  given  her  by 
her  father,  the  late  Hardin  W.  Mas- 
ters, Springfield,  who  was  in  Hern- 
don's  law  office  after  Lincoln  went  to 
the  white  house  and  who  was  called 
"Sonny"  by  Lincoln.  The  grand- 
father of  the  artist  was  a  personal 
friend  as  well  and  employed  him  as 
his  attorney,  hence  the  lore  of.  the 
locale,  and  impressions  of  friends  and 


the  composite  likeness  of  Lincoln  are 
all  symbolized  in  the  bust. 

Madeline  Masters  Stone  was  an 
artist  of  noted  ability  and  had  won 
high  favor  in  her  execution  of  a 
number  of  fountain  commissions  and 
especially  in  her  figure  of  John  Bar- 
ton Payne.  She  has  preserved  the 
figures  of  her  children  in  marble 
and  in  addition  is  the  author  of  two 
books  of  lyrics.  She  was  the  sister 
of  Edgar  Lee  Masters,  whose  ode  to 
Ann  Rutledge  is  engraved  upon  the 
Rutledge  tomb. 

The  ceremonies  will  be  sponsored 
by  the  Pierre  Menard  chapter,  Daugh- 
ters of  the  American  Revolution 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  W.  S.

The  ceremonies  were  arranged  by 
the  Pierre  Menard  Chapter  of  the 
Daughters  of  American  Revolution 
with  Mrs.  W.  S.  Antle,  regent  of  the 
Petersburg  chapter,  presiding. 

The  bust  was  unveiled  by  Mrs.  Carl
